He told board members that th 
major reasons tor the need to 
amend the budget were as follows 
the salary increases and benefits 
that were approved by the state leg 
islature this past year: an increas 


mn legal fees because of a pecl il ed 


case last year and in dealing with 
the unitary status matter; the 
increase in fuel prices: an increase 
in capital out-lay expenditures 
(wiring for computer systems & 
architectural fees): and additional 
miscellaneous expenses (refurbish 


ing the gym floors at Kinston and 
Zion Chapel high schools) 

The budget as amended totaled 
$13,475,052 in revenue (state, fed 
eral & local) 
sources 563.800 


plus from other 

$13,763,087 in 
expenditures with a fund balance ot 
$2,309,381 as ot September 30), 
2000. The amount needed to bal 
ance the budget $224.835 was 
obtained from the beginning fund 
balance of $2,535.216 on October 
1 1999,

Crows Can Be 
Hunted Year Round 


Wing shooters yearning for dove season to open can jumpstart the sea 
son by Warming up on one of our more challenging targets-the crow, The 
crow’s curiosity can be used to the wing shooter's advantage. especial 
When it comes to crow calling, Calling is usually done with a mouth 
blown call or the electronic game caller, equipped with a tape or record 
that imitates crows fighting an owl or hawk 

Electronic callers are illegal to use on deer, turkey, ducks, and other 
game animals, but are legal on crows in Alabama. In addition to a calles 
you will need your favorite shotgun with No. 6 or 71/2 shot, full camo 
clothing including a head net and gloves, and an owl or hawk decoy. With 
this minimum of equipment you are now ready to go crow hunting 

Conceal the speaker beneath the tree that the decoy is in, then setup ina 
blind about 25 feet in front of the directional speaker. The scout crow will 
focus his attention on the spot where the calling is coming from. giving 
you @ split second more time to drop him. Old crow hunters insist that 
you must kill the first (scout) crow that comes over, or if unable to make a 
clean kill, remain hidden and do nothing to alert him that everything in not 
quite right 

The scout crow’s failure to return to the flock makes the other crows 
think he has joined the “ruckus” and they take off to join the “feht’. The 
birds will dive and dart at the decoy, squawking loudly and adding a little 
enticement for the incoming birds. Shooting can be eatremely fast-paced 
as the birds dive on the decoy. Crows will usually make several passes at 
the decoy before retreating. This is the time to change from the “fight 
call to the “crow in distress” call. When the distress call is played at high 
volume, the crows will usually return to the call, giving the hunters several 
more minutes of shooting action. 

When the action is over at particular setup, pack your gear and move a 
mile or two into the home range of a new flock. Four or five setups can be 
made in a half-day of hunting. Permission to hunt crows is much easier to 
obtain than for game animals 

Crows can be hunted any time of the year, as there is no closed season, 
but good hunting ethics dictate that they not be huntéd during the nesting 
»CUSON 

If you have never shot crows you will be in for quite a surprise when it 
comes to their aerobatic ability. They dive and dart in an evasive manner 
that will test even the best scattergunners skills 

So if you want to polish up your shot gunning skills prior to dove sea 
son, dress to look like a bush, grab your bird gun and a crow caller. Then

Collis and Nellie lived all their 
married lives in Victoria. Collis was 
a fanner who later in life worked 
part-ume with the Coffee County 
\SC, measuring land acreage for 
farmers. He was a member of Pea 
River Masonic Lodge as were his 
father and grandfather, 

Nellie was a homemaker like 
most Women during those days 
While raising a large family during 
the depression years, she developed 
the art of taking a litthe food and 
feeding many. She was never 
caught off guard when visitors 
arrived just in time for dinner. Het 
grandchildren always enjoyed 
exploring Mama Wise’s kitchen 
safe for left- over “cat-eye” bis- 
cuits, just perfect for doodling a 
hole with your finger and filling 
With syrup. There was usually a 
pan of baked sweet potatoes and 
maybe a plate of fried fig pies 1 
you were lucky 

For many years they lived on a 
farm south of Victoria, The little 
road which led through the woods 


to the house was pussable in dry 
weather, but visitors caught during 
a rainy spell might as well plan to 
tay the night. If they made it to 
the mam road, which at that time 
was unpaved, they probably would 
nol get very far up the red-clay hill 
toward Victoria. And the road to 
Mixson’s Cross Roads was even 
worse, Either way, unless a tractor 
was handy, they usually had to 
leave the car, walk home in the 
rain, and come back for the car 
later 

\lthough it was located in the 
backwoods, their home was one of 
the first in Vietoria to have a televi 
sion set (in the 1950's), Family and 
friends would gather to watch 
favorite programs, but the first 
sound of thunder sent everyone 
scurrying for home 

\fter Collis and Nellie left the 
farm and moved to “downtown” 
Victoria (about 1957), they had 
one of the first vapor lights in the 
community. Just like magic, it 
came on in the dark and turned 
itself off at daylight. One night 
while the adults were inside the 
house, one of the grandchildren 
playing in the yard threw a fire- 
cracker high into the sky. When it 
exploded, Papa Wise’s new vapor 
light automatically went out! 
But it soon came back on, relieving 
some very nervous grandchildren, 

A family gathering during’the 
summer time always meant home- 
made ice cream, three or four 
freezers of chocolate and vanilla. 
There were no electric ice cream 
freezers, just the old hand-cranked 
variety, The grandchildren compet- 
ed for the privilege of sitting on the 
ice cream freezers to keep them 
steady during the final moments of 
freezing, always hoping to be cho- 
sen to lick one of the dashers. 

Collis and Nellie were active 
members of Victoria Baptist 
Chureh and are now buried in the 
cemetery located behind the 
church they loved so well. They 
enjoyed Sacred Harp and Seven- 
shape muste and participated in 
singings held in churches all 
across Colfee County, Collis and 
Nellie didn’t leave a lot of materi- 
al possessions for their children 
and grandchildren, but they left a 
legacy that was rich in love: love 
for God and Jesus, love for family, 
and love for fellow man

County looking at garbage options

lhe Coffee County Commission 
met in regular bi-monthly session 
Monday with bid openings con 
suming most of the meeting time 

he first order of business was to 
open the bids submitted for the vol 
lection and disposal of the county’: 
solid waste, There were two options 
bid by contractors Option A 
included the monthly cost per resi 
dent with the contractor handling 
the billing and collection plus an 
annual cost for the collection of 
yard waste (trash); Option B was 
the monthly cost per resident with 
the county handling the billing and 
collection 

Companies submitting bids were 
as follows: Mark Dunning Indus 
tries, Inc., of Dothan - Option A 
$14.00 per month and $120.00 
annually for yard waste: Option B 
$10.50 per month 

Waste Management of Dothan 
Option A: $19.54 per month and 
$120.00 annually for yard waste: 
Option B; $15.99 per month 

BFI of Andalusia - Option A 
$13.96 per month and $324.00 
annually for yard waste; Option B 
$12.15 per month 
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50 Cents 


\rrow Disposal of Abbeville 
Option At $13.75 per month and 
260.00 annually for yard waste; 
Option By $11.40 per month 

\iter reviewing the bids, the 
commission voted to table the mat 
ter until Tuesday. The commission 
reconvened to consider bids on 
garbage trucks and containers to be 
used by the county should it 
issume the responsibility of col 
lecting garbage and trash in the 
county 

rhe commission reconvened on 
Tuesday and opened bids on 
garbage trucks from two vendors 
Coffman International, Inc. of 
Dothan submitted a base bid of 
$82,386.20 per unit with an alter 
nate bid of $86,040 per unit with 
additional options. Ingram Equip 
ment Company of Birmingham bid 
$74,805 per unit with an alternate 
optional unit bid at $75,615 

Four bids on garbage containers 
(cans) Which ranged from $30 to 
$41.69 each were submitted. The 
low bid was submitted by Mark 
Dunning Industries of Dothan at 
$30 per unit with a minimum pur- 
chase of 6,500 cans. 

Later in the day, the commission 
voted to reject all the bids on the
